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Program Under Fire 


Community Action Agency 
Narrowly Wins A Reprieve

Tehama County's Community 


Action Agency narrowly won a 
60-day reprieve from 
the 


executioner's ax yesterday. 


The program came under fire 


for its former sponsorship of a 
Tehama County Welfare Rights 
Organization. The CAA is now 
free of any connection with the 


WHO, according to Duane Hill, 
local CAA official. 


WRO is now headed by Fred 


Feagm who said he receives no 
assistance from CAA, state or 
national WRO agencies. 


The criticism of the federally 


funded agency came to light 
after Plumas County withdrew 
its support from a four-county 


program 
which 
included 


Tehama, Modoc and Lassen 
Counties Plumas supervisors 
are being asked to reconsider 
their resolution which cancelled 
the program in their county and 
possibly the other three coun- 
ties, also. 


Tehama County Supervisors 


Rudy Brodnansky, Bill Flournoy 


and Dale Pickell agreed to give 
the program until Nov. 1 to 
present its goals to the board for 
review. 


Implicit was the admonition 


that the CAA take no part in any 
WRO related projects. 


Although praised for its work 


with children and the elderly,

Aerial Acrobatics At Air Round-Up 


With Duane Cole's 
"Roll 


Around a Point" aerobatic in- 
struction book in one hand, and 
an airplane in the other, Harry 
L. Eyerly of Salem, Ore., took to 
the skies to teach himself stunt 
flying. 


Eyerly 
is one of several 


renowned aerial acrobats who 
will be participating in the ninth 
annual Red Bluff Air Round-Up 
this Saturday and Sunday at Red 
Bluff Airport. 


Although he has been flying 


since 1930, Eyerly has only two 
and a half years experience as a 
stunt flyer. He firmly maintains 


that his only instruction in 
aerobatics was the instruction 
he received from Cole's book. 


While most people boast that 


they have a home with acreage, 
Eyerly boasts that he has an 
airstrip with a home on it. 
Located near Salem, Eyerly's 
property is called the "Flying 
E" Airstrip. 


Like so many other flyers 


engaged in aerobatics, Eyerly's 
past careers include sports car 
racing, a hobby which extended 
over a 14-year period, and boat 
racing, 
including 
10 
years 


racing outboards and two years 
racing inboards. 


Eyerly reported he has been 


upside down in aircraft three 
times, including once in the 
water. He said he has been 
upside down in boats numerous 
times, and has been run over 
once. He escaped each time with 
minor injuries. 


He reports the only times he 


received major injuries was 
dunng a six-year period when he 
was racing go-carte. He suffered 
a broken collar bone in one in- 
cident, and three broken ribs in 
another incident 


During the Red Bluff Air 


Round-Up, Eyerly will be flying 


a Pitts Special which was built 
in 1967 in Muncie, Indiana. Most 
changes to make the craft 
conform to a style which would 
be most comfortable to Eyerly 
were made himself. Included 
was a changeover to all inverted 
systems Other changes were 
made to the canopy, instrun. -t 
panel, wheel covers, special tail 
wheel and other details. 


Eyerly flies a Super Cub when 


he's not performing aerobatics. 
His wife, also an avid flyer, 
prefers a Story MK7 Ultra Light, 
but also flies her husband's 
Super Cub on occasion.

Tehama County supervisors 


yesterday authorized removal of 
two dwellings on county owned 
land. 


Ordered 
shuttered 
were 


residences on Jefferson Street 
with addresses of 625, 627, 633, 
635 and 639. 


According to Jack V. Winter, 


county building inspector, there 
actually are only two buildings 
involved, although each building 
has been sectioned for apart- 
ments. 


Winter, who said he toured the 


buildings with Dick Ranberg, 
city building inspector, told the 
board he "had 
never seen 


anything like it in my life" in 
describing the recently acquired 
county property. He said there 
was no heat in several of the 
units, there was an inefficient 
hot water heater, the structures 


were unsafe — "we pulled away 
the wallpaper and the termites 
were terrible" — and that cost of 
remodeling the buildings would 
be prohibitive. 


Winter said he knew of at least 


three 
tenants 
in 
the 
two 


buildings. He said none of the 
occupants objected when, on his 
tour, he suggested the buildings 
had to be evacuated. 


The 
three-member 
board 


asked Winter to get together 
with 
James 
Lang, 
deputy 


district attorney, to arrange a 
date for the present tenants to 
abandon their living quarters. 


According 
to Winter, 
the 


property will be put out to bid for 
demolition 
or 
removal 


Requests for sections and pieces 
of the building can't be granted, 
Winter explained. 


Sydney L Kapner, president 


of Colvett, Kapner and Wolberg, 
Inc., 
took over an hour to tell

about

recorder, assessor offices and

chief, to look at Coleman's 
department to derive a study 
cost. 


Coleman, 
however,

parently looks with less than 
favor on such studies. He has

Command reported 26 enemy 
attacks in the past 24 hours, 
including eight rocket and 
mortar 
bombardments.

communique said nine civilians 
were killed and 21 wounded in 
two shellings, an ambush and a 
bombing. 


Informed sources said iess 


than a dozen Americans were 
wounded and none were killed. 


The U. S. Command warned 


that more intense enemy ac- 
tivity was expected 
as the 


Saigon government prepared for 
legislative elections Sunday 


"The U. S. Command has 


received indications that the 
enemy may be planning a high 
point of activity during the next 
few days," said a communique 


"This high point could begin at 


different times and could in- 
volve increased attacks by fire, 
ground attacks and increased 
terrorist activities " 


The 220,000 American troops 


in Vietnam went on an increased 
readiness alert at dawn Tuesday 
and were confined to their bases 
except for official business. U. S. 
spokesmen said one purpose of 
the alert is to keep Americans 
from being targets of hostile 
political demonstrations. 


Viet Cong sappers were 


believed responsible for the 
massive 
explosions 
that 


wrecked the ammunition dump 
at Cam Ranh Bay and halted Air 
Force flight out of the base for 
nine hours.

hours that day. 


They said more than 200 


rounds were fired at them from 
the apartment and that in 
returning the shots Hampton, 21, 
and Clark, 22, were killed. They 
said they found 19 weapons in 
the apartment. 


Black Panthers contended the 


biracial raiding party opened 
fire without provocation and 
that Hampton was killed as he 
slept. 
A federal grand jury which 


investigated the case in the 
spring of 1970 said police had 
fired at least 90 shots into the 
apartment, but that evidence 
presented to it indicated only 
one shot could have been fired 
from the apartment. No in- 
dictments 
were 
returned, 


however.

sources" disclosed the identity 
of the young black woman. 


The prison's chief spokesmen, 


Associate Warden James Park, 
and its business manager, Ir- 
ving Ritter, have refused to 
disclose the identity of the 
woman who accompanied at- 
torney 
Stephen 
Mitchell 


Bingham to the prison last 
Saturday. 
The 
Chronicle 
said 
she 


remained behind in the prison 
hobby shop while Bingham 
conducted an interview with 
Jackson, a black militant who 
died a short time later in the 
escape try which also claimed 
the lives of two white convicts 
and 
three 
white 
guards. 


Authorities said a pistol was 
found on Jackson after 
the 


Bingham visit.

botulism is caused by a toxic 
substance produced by bacteria 
that live in the soil and which 
multiply in the carcasses of 
dead animals.

management expert with the 
Fish and Game Department in 
Sacramento calls botulism "the 
most poisonous thing known to 


1 man." 
Hunter said there are several 


strains of the bacteria.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Stripping off their shirts in an 
effort to bolster charges that 
San Quentin prisoners are being 
beaten, 
the 
two surviving 


Soledad 
Brothers 
have 


demanded an independent in- 
vestigation into the abortive 
escape try in which six men 
died. 


The cuts and bruises the men 


claimed to have suffered were 
not readily visible to spectators 
in the courtroom where the 
incident took place. 


In 
a 
tumultous 
hearing 


Tuesday, a judge rejected pleas 
of the Soledad Brothers' at- 
torneys that the court order 
black legislators admitted to 
San Quentin "to see what is 
happening." 


George Jackson, 29, the third 


of the Soledad Brothers, was 
shot and killed in last Saturday's 
escape attempt after three white 
guards and two white convicts 
were slain in the prison's 
maximum security Adjustment 
Center. 


Jackson was held in the center 


with John Clutchette, 28, and 
Fleeta Drumgo, 26, for trial on 
charges that they killed a white 
Soledad prison guard in January 
1970."If you don't act in some 
manner to get these men (black 
legislators 
and 
black com- 


munity leaders) into that prison, 
you can blow this country so 
wide apart it will never be 
recognized," John Thome of 
San Jose, Jackson's attorney, 
told Superior Court Judge Carl 
Allen. 
"I don't see that to be my 


function," Allen replied. 


Clutchette and Drumgo, who 


had limped into the courtroom, 
at one point stripped off their 
shirts and sat bare-chested as 
their attorneys charged they 
were beaten in the Adjustment 
Center. •" 


"They told me I'd be dead in 


three days," shouted Drumgo, a 
thin and short black man. 


"There are broken arms and 


busted 
heads 
out 
there,"

Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
told a Miami news conference 
Meany and Woodcock "will see 
the programs were absolutely 
essential for preservation of the 
American competitive edge." A 
week before the President's 
announcement, 
Agnew said,

against inflation.

AFL-CIO,

demanded that interest rates, 
profits and all other forms of 
income be frozen also.

The man in the street asks 


such questions as, "Will I get my 
raise?" This is despite a week- 
long flurry of official, highly 
publicized rulings that in nearly 
every case was a flat "no." 


To answer 
the 
public's 


questions the government has 
converted Internal Revenue 
Service taxpayer assistance 
offices in 380 cities into local 
wage-price service and com- 
plaint centers. 


To find out what tbe public is 


asking, 
Associated 
Press 


bureaus in a half-dozen major 
cities asked a sampling of 
citizens for their questions on 
the freeze. 


Here is 
a 
selection of 


questions, with answers based 
on official policy rulings and 
policymakers' statements: 


Q. I was given a raise effective 


Aug. 
15, the day Nixon spoke. I 


was working at the new rate — 1 
was at work in fact — when the 
President issued the order. Will 
I get the raise? Asks a Los 
Angeles man. 


A. No. Unless your raise was 


in effect Aug. 14 you may not 
receive any increase except for 
a bona fide promotion, for 
completing 
educational 


requirements 
such 
as 
a 


teacher's degree or for certain 
military bonuses such as hostile 
-fire pay proficiency pay. 


Q. What about longevity 


raises? Asks a San Francisco 
resident. 


A. They are not allowed, nor 


are cost-of-living increases. 


Q. What about fringe benefits? 
A. They may not be increased, 


whether or not there is any 
direct cash payment. These are 
considered compensation. 


Q. Is it really going to be 


across the board, or will a lot of 
exceptions be made? Asks a 
New York municipal worker. 


A. This remains to be seen. 


Almost no exceptions have been 
made on wages, a few more on 
prices. Prices may rise on in- 
terest rates, stocks, bonds, raw 
agricultural commodities such 
as fresh fruits and vegetables, 
state and local taxes, school 


tuitions if the increase was 
already announced, and ex- 
ports. 


Q. From Philadelphia: If an 


auto insurance policy expires 
before Nov. 12, the end of the 
freeze, can a company charge a 
higher rate than had been ap- 
proved before Aug. 14? 


A. Yes, provided a substantial 


number of policies were written 
at the rate before the freeze took 
effect. No rate increases may be 
granted during the freeze, 
however. 


Q. A union contract was 


negotiated before Aug. 14 but not 
approved by the membership 
until a day or two after the 
freeze. 
It 
provided 
for 


retroactive pay to the time the 
contract expired July *1. Can 
these raises be collected after 
the freeze is lifted? 


A. Probably not. The raise 


may not go into effect at least 
until after the freeze, and 
retroactive payments covering 
the freeze period are expressly 
forbidden. The government has 
not ruled on whether retroactive 
pay for the July 1-Aug. 14 period 
is permissible. It would have 
been if the contract had been 
ratified before the freeze. 


Q. From Seattle: How does 


one seek an exemption from the 
freeze? When will OEP begin 
granting exemptions? 


A. Those seeking exemptions 


should write the regional office 
of the Office of Emergency 
Preparedness. 
Only 
those 


suffering "gross inequities" 
need apply. There is no in- 
dication when the complaint- 
swamped OEP will respond. 


Q. What will happen after the 


freeze? 


A. The most definitive word so 


far is from Treasury Secretary 
John 
B. 
Connally, 
the 


President's chief economic 
spokesman. "I think it's highly 
unlikely, it still remains a 
possibility but I think it's highly 
unlikely," that all controls will 
be lifted after 90 days. Connally 
said in an interview Monday. 


Q. Will prices jump after the 


freeze is over? 


A. Judging from the history of 


wartime price controls a price 
jump after the freeze is almost 
certain unless the government 
extends some kind of restrains. 


Q. Are prices on foreign goods 


going up to stay? 


A. One way or another, 


probably yes. The President 
imposed a 10-per-cent import 
duty surcharge that is tem- 
porary but indefinite. 


Q. 
If 
an 
auto 
dealer 


customarily offers discounts 
from list price, must he continue 
to offer such discounts during 
the freeze? 


A. Yes. For all goods the 


general rule is that the price 
ceiling is that price at or above 
which 10 per cent of transactions 
were conducted in time 30 days 
before Aug. 14. This includes 
discounted prices. 


Q. Can a food store go over all 


its records in 30 days prior to 
Aug. 
14 and raise prices on all 


items to the highest charged in 
that period without regard to 
current charges? 


A. Some prices may go up, 


especially if the merchant was 
caught with an exceptionally 
low sale price in effect at the 
start of the freeze. The 10-per 
cent, 30-day rule applies here, 
too. 


Q. 
Some 
complain 
the 


President did not freeze interest 
and profits. Did he have 
authority to do so? 


A. Interest yes, profits no. A 


1969 law gives him authority to 
ask the Federal Reserve Board 
to control interest and credit, 
but a ceiling on profits or 
dividends 
would 
require 


enactment of something like the 
wartime excess-profits tax, no 
longer on the books. 


Q. May a restaurant raise 


prices to cover the increased 
costs of foods which are allowed 
to fluctuate? 


A. No. They must absorb the 


loss if food prices go up, but may 
pocket the profit if the price goes 
down.

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Growers Blame Consumers 
For Rotted Fruit In Orchards 
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LOS ANGELES 
(AP) 
— 


Every year thousands of tons of 
fruit rot in California orchards. 
Growers say consumers are 
partly to blame. 


"Unless a piece of fruit or a 


vegetable is perfect, we can't 
sell it," says a produce buyer for 
a large supermarket. 
"The 


consumer has been conditioned 
to expect nothing but 
per- 


fection." 


Growers, 
distributors 
and 


retailers agree that fruit beauty 
is indeed only skin deep. A plum 
pock-marked by hail or an 
orange with brown scars caused 
by thnps is as tasty and 
nutritious as one with a perfect 
skin 


But beauty is what sells. 


Though rejects are good for 
juice, canned fruit, oils and 
other by products, they bring 


little money. 


"Unless a grower can get his 


fruit into the fresh market, he is 
not going to make any money," 
says a state Department of 
Agriculture economist. 


Overproduction of most of the 


state's 200 varieties of crops has 
driven wholesale prices so low 
that sometimes it won't pay a 
grower to harvest his crop at all 
unless his fruit has a pretty face 
to show the customer. 


Some growers say the in- 


dustry itself has conditioned 
consumers to demand 
"per- 


fection" 
by 
advertising 
an 


unwillingness to explain that 
culls can taste as good as 
beauties. 


Some 
scientists 
and 
en- 


vironmentalists talk about a 
related danger. 


"Growers have turned on a 


monster 
in 
attempting 
to 


cosmetize their fruit," says Dr. 
Robert van 
den 
Bosch, 
a 


University 
of California 
en- 


tomologist. 


"We have gotten onto a 


pesticide treadmill where we 
are using more and more 
pesticides to make sure that no 
bugs ever touch our produce." 
He says the citrus industry has 
tripled its use of pesticides in the 
past 10 years without increasing 
tneir effectiveness. 


"Processors and packers have 


put standards 
of 
allowable 


damage so high that it is im- 
possible for growers to meet 
them without heavy use of 
pesticides," Van den Bosch 
says. 


"The result is a big menace to 


public health and to natural 
balance." 


Merfhemcrf/cs Professor Only 22 


CHICAGO (AP) — At the age 


of 22, Charles L. Fefferman is a 
professor of mathematics at the 
University of Chicago, 
the 


youngest full professor in the 
history of ihe school. 


The appointment caps a 


whirlwind education for 
the 


Maryland man in which he went 
directly from junior high school 
into the University of Maryland, 
skipping the normal senior high 
school years. 


The top faculty rank at 


Cnicago, conferred upon him 


this month, carries with it 
lifetime tenure. 


University 
officials 
said 


Monday that Fefferman, from 
Silver Spring, Md., may well be 
the youngest full professor at 
any U. S. college. 


Alberto Calderon, chairman of 


the mathematics department at 
the university, said Fefferman 
is "the best man to have ap- 
peared in the area of his 
speciality in the last 10 or 20 
years." His field is harmonic 
analysis and Fourier series. 


Fefferman enrolled at the 


University of Maryland in 1963 
at the age of 14 after completing 
junior high school. Three years 
later, he emerged with a 
bachelor of science degree. Ke 
was also given a high school 
diploma. 


Students lacking high school 


diplomas are normally for- 
bidden by Maryland law to enter 
state universities. But the 
faculty at Maryland was so 
impressed with Fefferman that 
he was exempted.

NEW YORK (AP)— What's it 


like to step the world and get 


Off_to forsake a 10-room house, 
two-car garage and all the 
conveniences 
of 
modern 


suburbia—for a full-time life 
aboard a 30-foot sloop? 


Janet 
Groene 
and 
her 


husband, Gordon, have been 
finding out for the past four 
years, and now Mrs. Groene 
says they have no thoughts of 
returning to the life they left 
behind. 


"We enjoy being together, and 


since Gordon was a corporation 
pilot, we were being separated a 
lot," 
Mrs. Groene explains. 


"And it seemed we were having 
to generate of lot of income to 
pay for a life we didn't really 
like. 


"So," she continues, "we got 


out." It took the couple about a 
year to make the necessary 
arrangements. They settled on a 
boat because they wanted a low- 
cost way of life. And although 
sailing was new to both, Mrs. 
Groene says her husband picked 
it up naturally—"he just pulled 
the right strings and we went. I 
think sailing comes almost like 
second nature to pilots," she 
adds. 


But Mrs. Gorene had to learn 


a lot of things herself—like, 
where do you do laundry on a 
sailboat? How do you plan meals 
for 21 days or more without 
refrigeration9 And once plan- 
ned, how do you cook on a 
sailboat? 


"As we went along, I learned a 


lot for myself, and a lot from 
other people," Mrs. Groene 
says. And now she has written a 
book to share her knowledge 
with others, "Cooking on the 
Go." 


"The hardest thing was ad- 


justing to the 'ack of space," she 
recalls. "There's no counter 
room, and I have only two 
burners." She says her pressure 
cooker has been 
invaluable 


because it makes the best use of 
fuel. Her other utensils are a 
covered aluminum skillet which 
also serves as an oven, a sauce 
pan and a tea kettle. 


"One thing that's important is 


to have good, heavy, durable 
pots and pans," Mrs. Groene 
says. "This isn't easy cooking, 
and you need the very best." 


In meal planning, rather than 


deciding on specific 
menus. 


Mrs. Groene says, she plans 
around meal values. "I know if I 


want to plan for three weeks, 
that means 21 dinners, 21 meat 
values, 21 vegetable values, and 
so on," she explains. "Under 
that system you can be flexible. 
I believe in having our lockers 
full of the right things, but not 
deciding what we want to eat 
until meal time." 


The one thing people are most 


interested in, Mrs. Groene says, 


canned milk, they can their own

In 
the four years since the Groenes left suburbia, the author has 
devised numerous recipes that call for the use of only two 
burners, no oven, and a mimimum of cooking utensils. 


is how it is possible to live 
without refrigeration, and she 
has developed some interesting 
techniques to meet the situation 
— like making 
mayonnaise 


substitutes and devising cake 
recipes without eggs. 


And she also has learned how 


to extend the life of fresh eggs. 
"Anything that seals the shells 
will prolong freshness," she 
notes. "Ideally you should begin 
with eggs that have never been 
refrigerated. But if you begin 
with supermarket eggs, warm 
them completely. Then, when 
they've stopped sweating and 
are dry, oil them or put vaseline 
on them. Or they can be dipped 
in boiling water for two or three 
seconds. Afterwards put them 
back into the carton w^ul the 
small end down." She st s glf 
has found that eggs treats ^d ^ 
can be kept from &ix to night 
weeks. 


The Groenes use dry or

"For the first couple of years I 


carried buckets," she relates. 
"But I discovered you can get a 
36-inch 
inflatable swimming 


pool for about 50 cents, and that 
makes a great roomy laundry 
tub." 


Mrs. Groene says her own 


wardrobe is minimal—a couple 
of dresses, plus shorts and tops, 
all drip dry.

"Plan it very carefully. Don't 
just get mad and walk off Don't 
try to store things, like fur- 
niture.

Brown Won't Run 
For Office Again

Former Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
says he probably won't run for 
public office again, but would 
like to return to government 
service 


"To run for office again — I 


don't think so," the 66-year-old 
Democrat told newsmen during 
an informal Capitol interview 
Tuesday. 
Ever since his defeat by 


Republican Gov. Reagan in 1966, 
Brown has indicated he might 
try a comeback, running either 
for governor or the U.S. Senate. 


Brown also suggested that 


Sen. Alan Cranston of California 
be the Democratic nominee for 
vice president next year. 


"I think Alan Cranston could 


carry California in a close 
election and make the difference 
between the Democratic ticket 
winning and losing," Brown 
said. 


Brown said what he would like 


to do now, is be a sort of roving 
ambassador for 
the United 


States. 


"As governor, I met every 


distinguished visitor that came 
through 
California," 
said 


Brown, now engaged in a suc- 
cessful law practice in Beverly 
Hills. 


His attorney's work has taken 


him around the world including 
visits to Romania, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland. "1 
enjoy that," he said.

Anyway, another topic I ap-

situation. So bear with me for a 
few paragraphs. 


No one denies farm labor the 


right to organize. Who could 
take a stand against such a 
thoroughly 
American 


procedure? It would be like 
kicking your dog or slapping 
your mother. 


What we farmers say is this: 


Since farm labor does not at 
present 
come 
under 
ANY 


Federal control (such as the 
Taft-Hartley Act) and while the 
organizing of farm labor is in a 
state of flux, why not do it right? 
Complete with the secret ballot, 
and with provision for making a 
secondary boycott illegal? 


As for strikes at harvest time 


— farmers are more vulnerable 
to strikes than, say, U.S. Steel. 
Shut down U.S. Steel for a month 
and they will start up again — 
wounded, but not killed. Steel 
keeps quite well and as far as I 
know doesn't rot on the ground. 


Shut down a farm in the midst 


of harvest and you can quite 


literally 
kill 
that 
farm 


economically. Small farmers 
operate on a narrow margin and 
some times none at all 


Farm Labor does indeed have 


rights! 
So do industrialists. 


Growers should also have some 
rights. 
There should be a 


balance of power — okay? 


Farm laborers do need a 


leader I'm just not convinced 
that Chavez is doing a good job 
for either labor or grower. And 
farm 
labor 
needs 
growers 


HEALTHILY in business just as 
badly as growers need satisfied 
labor. 


And so help me, this is my last 


word on the subject. 


Tehama County Employes are 


"labor" of another kind, and as 
such do indeed have their rights, 
needs, problems. I am sure that 
many of them are overworked 
and underpaid. I'm sorry that 
they have to work so hard for so 
little, and that the economic 
picture in Tehama county is 
such that they can't, at this 
time, be paid more. 


But do any of you remember 


the Great Depression in the 
'Thirties? Then people were 
honestly relieved to get a slip in 
their pay envelopes which said, 
"Effective first of next month, 
your pay will be cut 10 per cent." 


And why were they relieved? 


They were relieved that it was 
not the pink or blue slip which 
said, "Your services will no 
longer be required after the first 
of the month." Things aren't 
that tough. But every one is 
having to do a little belt 
tightening.

Tuesday, a $275,000 Farmers 
Home Administration loan to 
develop 
a 
golf 
course, 


clubhouse, swimming pool and 
tennis court in a completely 
rural county of 38,000 serves just 
1 per cent of the residents. 


Another case, GAO said, in- 


volves a $245,000 loan for a 
similar project in a rural county 
of 10,500 although the project 
serves just 4 per cent of the 
population. 


The GAO report agreed with 


findings of an Agriculture 
Department inspector-general's 
study last year. 


The auditors said loans went 


to projects which "served only a 
small 
percentage 
of 
the 


residents of rural areas; served 
primarily urban, rather than 
rural, residents; had mem- 
bership restrictions which 
limited the use of recreational 
facilities 
to 
organization 


members only, and had fees that 
were beyond the ability of many 
rural residents to pay." 


Out of 682 organizations 


loaned a total of 190 million, the 
GAO said, 59 limited the number 
of persons that could join, 48 
precluded use of facilities by 
nonmembers and 473 required 
fees or annual dues from $51 to 
more than $200 "that were 
beyond the ability of many rural 
residents to pay." 


Based on the 
inspector- 


general's findings, GAO said, 
FHA has taken steps to correct 
various problems pointed out by 
the audits. GAO recommended 
Congress consider the auditors' 
findings in determining whether 
to continue the recreational loan 
programs. 


GAO said that from the start 


of a series of three recreation 
loan programs dating back to 


1962 
about $98 million has been 


distributed, with $3.1 million 
having been repaid and 27 per 
cent of the 730 borrowers 
delinquent by $2.8 million. 


Of $79.1 million loaned for golf 


projects, Gao said, a review of 
14 of them located in rural areas 
with a total 247,000 population 
showed only 3.8 per cent of the 
residents were members of 
organizations receiving the 
loans.

Hot Weather Causes 
High Fire Danger 


Iceland Has One Of The Highest 
Living Standards In The World 


The current prolonged period 


of high temperature and low 
humidity coupled with drying 
winds has caused extreme fire 
danger, according to Lassen 
National Forest Supervisor, Jim 
Berlin. 


Berlin emphasized that the 


current period of hot 
dry 


weather 
presents 
a 
very 


dangerous fire potential in all 
forest and brush covered areas, 
and he urges all forest visitors to 
use the utmost caution while in 
the forest. Smoking is permitted 
only in designated areas or in 
cleared spots and 
campfire 


permits are required except in 
the main campgrounds. 


Motorcycle and trail bike 


riders are asked to confine their 
activities to established roads 


during this critical period. In 
addition they should be sure 
they have an approved spark 
arrestor in good working order 
on their machines. 


Thus far this year, the Lassen 


National Forest has had a good 
record of man-caused fires. 
Twenty-three fires have oc- 
curred as a result of mans 
carelessness with fire in the 
forest areas. Berlin stated "this 
is a result of more conscientious 
effort and awareness on the part 
of forest visitors to use fire 
safely and prevent the un- 
necessary waste and destruction 
caused by forest fires." 


The remainder of August 


and the month of September are 
always critical periods of the 
fire season.

REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 


— Remote Iceland, which has 
one of the highest standards of 
living in the world, also has one 
of the highest standards of 
public sanity. 


The capital of Reykjavik, for 


instance, doesn't allow dogs 
within the city limits, no matter 
how pure the pedigree. Man's 
best friend can sniff around the 
fjords and geysers, but he's 
banned from city streets until he 
masters the skills of indoor 
plumbing. 


The city also sets aside an 


octagonal-shaped house way out 
on the point of a lagoon in a 
public park where budding 
bassoon, flugel horn, viola or 
what-have-you virtuosi can 
practice their riffs and ar- 


peggios without maddening the 
crowd. 
Reykjavik further coddles the 


eardrums 
of 
its 
80,000 


inhabitants by keeping its jet 
airport at Keflavik, 35 miles 
away, despite constant piercing 
screams from the international 
carriers who call at this halfway 
station between continents. 


Since hot steam rising from 


underground thermal springs 
heats most of the buildings, the 
capital is virtually a smokeless 
city, but not a smell-less city, 
especially when the wind is out 
of the west, which is where the 
fish factories happen to be. 


But such pungent aromas are 


perfume to the sturdy nostrils of 
the Icelanders, who depend upon 
fish for 80 per cent of their 
economic well-being. 


Iceland challenges society to 


enjoy itself responsibly by 
combining one of the world's 
toughest 
driving-while- 


intoxicated laws with two potent 
national drinks. Brennivin, a 
fiery, 
innocent-looking 


schnapps, would jar a polar bear 
from his floe. Ansi, meaning 
donkey, mingles a home- 
distilled aqua vitae with ginger 
ale to induce instant sagas. At 
the first pop of a bottle top, the 
police are usually on patrol in 
the nearest parking lot ready to 
administer 
a balloon test, 


followed by a mandatory blood 
test, followed by anything from 
revocation of license to a stiff 
jail sentence if the imbiber 
ventures near a vehicle. 


Iceland has one dry day a 


week, Wednesday.

Chinese Delegation 
Remains In Romania 


BUCHAREST (AP) — A 


military 
delegation 
from 


Communist China prolonged its 
stay in Romania today, and its 
presence seemed to dispel 
reports of Soviet invasion 
threats. 


Western analysts regarded 


the presence of the delegation 
led by Li Teh-sheng, chief 
political commissar of the 
Chinese army, as a sign that the 
Romanians were not under 
grave pressure from the Soviet 
Union despite a flurry of war- 
nings in the past 
fortnight 


against Romania's friendliness 
toward Peking. 


The analysts had been waiting 


to see if Li would stop in 
Romania after a visit last week 
to Albania, Peking's only ally in 


Europe. If the threat of Soviet 
intervention had been serious, 
the diplomats reasoned, the 
Romanians would have avoided 
any kind of gesture — Li's 
presence, for example — that 
the Russians could have taken 
as a provocation. 


More than 800 miles of border 


with the Soviet Union weigh 
more heavily on Romanian 
thinking than could any promise 
of aid from Communist China, a 
continent away. At the present 
time, there are no indications of 
any military assistance from 
Peking- to Bucharest. 
The 


subject of Li's conversations in 
Bucharest was not known.

"life insurance" offices is the 
suite of Genetic Laboratories,

for couples who may want to 
have a baby at some future 
time. 


With vasectomy operations 


increasing as a means of birth 
control, Genetic Lab is getting 
an increasing clientele, some 
from as far away as New York 
and California, company of- 
ficials say. 


The firm is opening a branch 


office in New York City, and the 
president, 39-year-old biologist 
Arthur Beisang, said he hopes 
eventually to set up a string of 


perhaps up to 20 labs around the 
country. 


To date, Beisang said, the 


fledgling company has shown a 
deficit, but it's beginning to turn 
around to the profit side. 


A client pays about $50 a visit, 


and may come as many as three 
times to insure a sufficient store 
of specimens. Storage costs 
after that run to $10 to $15 a 
year.

fellowship in cryobiology at the

having vasectomies, he said. 


Others may want their sperm 


frozen because they work in a 
hazardous occupation, such as 
that involving radiation, which

reproductive ability. Athletes or 
men in military service who 
might 
suffer 
injury 
to 


reproductive organs are others 
who may resort to it, Beisang 
said. 


A 
highly 
unusual 
case, 


Beisang 
said, 
involved 
a 


prominent businessman who 
wanted to bank his sperm in 
case his only son proved sterile 
and wanted to use the sperm to 
inseminate the son's wife.

job, but he has not been able to 
consistently move the offense.
